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the  last  page  vyith  a  printed  or  illustrated  impres- 
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1,  Tho  Society  slmll  consist  of  such  persons  of  English  or 
Welsh  hirth  or  descent,  in  tlie  male  line,  as  shall  be  elected 
niemhcrs  tlu-nM.f  according  to  the  regidations  hcreina  "ter  made. 

2,  Tiie  ohjects  of  tlie  society  arc  to  unite  Englishmen  and 
Welshmen,  and  their  descendants,  in  a  social  compact  for  the 
promotion  of  mutual  and  friendly  intercourse,  and  for  affording 
to  persons  of  English  or  Welsh  birth  or  descent  who  may  be  in 
distress,  their  advict;  and  counsel,  and  if  necessary,  such  pecu- 
niary assistanee  as  the  funds  of  the  Society  will  admit  of. 

•{.  The  alfairs  and  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  managed 
by  a  Committee  of  j\Ianagement,  consisting  of  a  President,  first, 
and  second  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a 
Chaplain,  a  Physician,  and  live  other  Members,  to  be  elected 
annually  at  a  OeiKU'al  Meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Corpora- 
tion h(dd  in  conformity  to  the  I>y-laws  thereof,  and  any  five 
nuunbers  of  the  said  Committee  shall  be  a  <piorum  for  the  dis- 
pati'h  of  business. 

4*  In  addition  to  the  ollieers  named  in  P>y-law  No.  3,  six 
Stewards  shall  be  elected,  who  shall  co-operate  with  the  Com- 
mittee in  all  celebrations  to  be  held  by  the  Society  ;  also  a  Mar- 
shal and  Standard  liearers  shall  be  appointed  by  the   President. 

i5-  The  Ollieers  of  the  Society  shall  be  elected  as  follows  :  any 
member  may  nominate  a  Candidate  for  t-ach  ollice,  in  succession  ; 
and  in  the  event  of  more  than  one  nomination  for  any  one  ollice 
the  decision  shall  be  by   ballot. 

<(•  The  Presidents  and  Vice-Presich'uts  shall  not  be  (digiblo 
for  re-eh>('tion  to  the  ollices  resp(!ctively  lilled  by  them  for  the 
next  succeed JMg  year. 

T*.  Tlie  aiiuuil  (Jciicial  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  hold- 
en  on  Ihc  1st  l"'riday  in  Dcccndier,  and  a  monthly  ordinary 
inert  iii;f  sliidl  b^'  )iul(|()i  llir  1st  Kridav  of  I'acli  month. 
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8.  Any  gciitlcniaii,  desirous  of  joininnj  tlic  Society,  shall  at 
ac'viu'ral  or  ordinary  moctiiif;'  hv  proposed  and  sceoiidod  by  mc^in- 
hors,  and  may  be  ('l((,'tc(l  Ity  f!  rniijorily,  nt  the  next  ordinary 
inccting  on  payment  of  the  lirst  year's  subseription,  and  not 
otherwise. 

O.  The  Annual  Subscriptions  of  Mi'mb(>rs  shall  be  Two  Dol- 
lars. The  subseription  ye.ir  shall  be  from  tJie  hist  Friday  in 
December  to  the  fii'st  Thursday  in  the  month  of  D/i-endier  fol- 
lowing. Any  UKMaber  joining  on  or  after  the  re^adar  June 
monthly  m(M'tin,if  shall  be  admitted  mi  paying  One  Dollar  for  the 
current  year. 

10.  A  subscription  of  ."^lO  shall  be  a  life-subscription,  and 
th(j  sanio,  together  with  all  donations  of  .^'10  andu})wards,  unless 
such  domitions  are  made  for  a  specific  purpose,  shall  be  invested 
]>y  the  Managing  Committee,  and  form  a  jiortion  of  the  perma- 
nent Fund,  the  inti^rest  on  which  shall  be  a])plied  to  the  cliarit- 
able  purposes  of  the  Society. 

11,  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  order  the  investment  of  such 
proportion  of  the  Surplus  Fund  as  may  appear  desirable,  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  ])e  then  determined,  and  the  annual  sub- 
scriptions, with  the  interest  of  investments,  shall  constitute  the 
ordinary  funds  applieable  to  tlu^  charitable  jturposes  of  tlu> 
Society. 

13,  The  Treasurer  shall  be  authorized  to  advance  to  a  dis- 
tre.ssecl  imlividual  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  dollar.s,  upon  the 
written  recommendation  of  the  President  or  either  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  or  of  any  mend)er  of  the  Managing  Committee*  by 
them  appointed  to  grant  such  relied*;  provi<led  always,  that  .such 
recommendation  iloes  not  involve  th(!  payment  of  more  than  two 
dollars  to  any  one  person  or  family.  In  cases  (hnnanding  more 
than  the  ordinary  ndief  thus  alforded,  the  same  shall  be  referred 
for  linlhei'  empiiry  and  action  U)  the  Managing  Committee  who,

lit.  The  Managing  Coininitto  sliall  meet  the  first  Friday  in 
raeli  month,  and  any  three  memhejs  tlicivc.f  shall  form 
a.  ((Uorum.  It  shidl  be  t^ieir  husiness  to  direct  the  allairs 
of  the  Society  generally,  under  this  Constitution;  to 
(let(a-mine  all  matters  niferred  to  them  hy  the  So<Mely, 
and  to  prepare  for  each  Annual  lAIeeting  a  re])ort  of  tlie 
proeeediiigs  of  the  vSoeiety  for  the  year,  to  he  submitted  pi.^vious 
1o  tile  election  of  Oflicers. 

II.  The  Committee,  assiste<l  hy  the  Stewards,  shall  airaiige 
for  the  Annual  C(debration  of  St.  Oeorg(;'s  Day,  and  n-port  sui'li 
arrangdiieiits  at  the  Monthly  Meeting  in  March.  No  exjx'nse 
of  any  cel(d)ration  or  social  entertainment  whatever,  shall  be 
charged  against  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

15.  The  Presi<lent  (or,  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Vici-Pre- 
sident,)  shall  -lirect  the  Seeretarv  to  convene  a  Special  General 
MeetiMg  of  the  Soei.'ty,  upon  re(piisition  (stating  the  pnri)os(; 
thei-eof )  from  any  five  members,  and  the  Secretary  shall  call  a 
Special  Meeting  of  the  IManaging  Committee,  either  by  direejion 
of  the  President  (or  in  his  nbsence  the  Senior  Vic(!-lVesidi'nt)  oi' 
n]ion  the  rcipiisition  of  any  two  members  of  the  Comnnttee. 

lO.  The  chair  shall  be  taken  not  lat(>r  than  thii'ty  minutes 
after  the  hour  ap])ointed  for  meeting,  and  if  there  be  not  a  rpior- 
um  of  at  least  seven  members  ])resciit,  the  meeting  shall  be 
foi'thwith  adjourned. 

IT.  The  annual  subscription  shall  be  considered  due  ami 
payable  in  advance  ;  and  any  person  not  so  I'aying,  shall  cease 
to  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  unless  ho  gives  th(>  Committee  a 
satisfactory  reason  for  the  non-paymenl .  No  pei'son  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote,  or  be  (digible  fur  ollice  until  his  subscription  is 
paid. 
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IS.  Thf  duty  of  tho  Pnvsidciii.  sliallljf'  to  ]>n"si(le  nud  pro- 
«crvf'  oi'dci'  at  all  the  niictini^s  of  tlio  Society,  and  to  protect 
and  fiiilliei'  its  inteiu'sts  to  the  Itest  of  his  ability.  In  his  ali- 
S(Mice  tlic  Senior  Vice-Prcsi(hiiit  })reseiit  shall  ex(?rcise  the  aii- 
'  lidrity  and  duty  of  the  Presid(,'nt.  In  case  of  the  ahseiicc!  of 
the  first  four  ollicers  from  any  nieetinj^,  the  lueiuhers  present 
shall  lie  eni]>owere<l  to  elect  a  (^hairnian  out  of  their  nundier. 

11>,  The  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  Seal,  lianiiers, 
and  other  Insignia  of  the  Society.  He  shall  kee}>  a  fair  register 
of  all  ])rocee(lings,  orders,  rules,  and  regulations,  a^id  manage 
tJK'  correspondence.  He  shall,  when  a]ipli<'d  to,  and  on  pay- 
ment of  such  fees  as  may  he  determined  on  hy  the  Committee 
issue  certificates  of  admission  to  each  member  (on  his  having 
signed  the,  (Vnistitution,)  to  which  he  shall  aliix  the  Seal  of  the 
Society.  He  shall,  when  m'ceHsy.ry,  summon  the  Society  to  its 
va,i"ious  meid.ings,  aufl  shall  sign  such  <;ards  of  Invitation  to  all 
C-(del»rations  as  may  be  rcipiired  of  him  by  the  Committee  and 
Stewards.  He  shall  also,  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  ami  of 
tlic  Managing  Committee,  enter  into  the  res]>ective  Minub- 
r>(M)ks,  the  names  of  the  members  jiresent  at  such  meetings. 

20.  'file  Tr(\asurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  funds.  lie 
shall  countersign  such  eertiflcateK  of  admission  as  may  be  issued 
by  the  Secretary,  His  accounts  shall  be  fairly  kept,  and  ex- 
hibited to  the  President  ami  the  ^lanaging  Committee^  when- 
ever  ealb'd  for,  and  shall  also  be  laid  befon;  the  Society  at  its 
D-'cemlier  meeting.  It  shall  be  tht^  duty  of  the  Treasurer  t(i 
op.'U  an  account  with  sueh  one  of  the*  Chartered  Panks  in  the 
( 'ity  as  may  lie  approviMl  of  by  the  Presithuit  and  Managing 
('oiinnittee  of  the  Society,  a,ml  tiiere  di'[»osit  tlic  securities  of  the 
Society  in  the  joint  iianies  of  th<'  President  and  of  himsidf ;  and 
when  directed  by  the  Committee,  all  funds  Ixdonging  to  the 
Society,  and  j)ahl  to  the  Treasurer,    shall   b,'  (h'posit'Ml   in   such 
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21»  All  vneaiieics  in  tlie  olfiees  of  the  Society,  happenin''  in 
the  interim  hetwecTi  two  succee(lin(f  Annual  ]Meetin<'s  may  lie 
tilled  by  election  in  the  usual  way  at  the  Monthly  M(>etin<^^  next 
alter  the  same  shall  have  occurred. 

!S!S.  To  preserve  order  and  to  ex|)edite  the  l»usiness  of  th(^ 
Society,  any  i^iemher  who  may  have  proposals  to  make,  or  oh- 
«ervations  to  offer  u]ton  any  i)ropositions,  shall  rise  ami  ad(h-ess 
the  Presiihuit  ;  and  no  person  shall  interruiit  another  wlien 
speaking,  if  the  speaker  he  in  order. 

Sfi.  The  introduction  of  political  or  religious  sulgccts,  or 
their  discussion  shall  never  he  allowed  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

34,  The  members  of  this  Society  shall  faithfully  observ(> 
antl  conform  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  that  shall  l)e  made 
by  the  Society,  and  entered  in  the  books  thereof,  on  t»ain  of 
being  dismissed  from  it,  and  having  their  names  <'ras(!d  from  the 
list  of  members. 

25.  If  the  majority  of  all  the  mend)ers  jwsent  at  any  Gen- 
eral Meeting  shall  vote  for  the  expidsion  of  a  member,  his  name 
shall  be  erased  ;  and  he  shall  never  afterivards  be  admitted  to 
any  meeting  ol  the  Society,  unless  again  elected  by  ballot,  as  in 
the  first  instance  :  provided  always,  that  no  proposition  for  th(> 
expulsion  of  a  member  shall  be  in  order,  unless  oiie  month's 
notice  has  been  given  of  an  intention  to  snbiidt  it  at  the  next 
ensuing  Monthly  Meeting. 

26.  The  Banners  and  Flags  ol  the  Society  shall  not  be  used 
except  on  occasions  when  the  Society  as  a  botly  takes  part  in  the 
proceedings,  or  where  the  Society  is  represented  l)y  its  oflieers. 

27.  At  any  Monthly  or  Annual  Meeting  the  members  pre- 
sent  may,  on  one  iiionth's  notice  previously  given,  (dect  any  one 
of  its  members  an  honorary  life  mend)er,  in  considi^ration  of  ser- 
vices rendered  the  Society  ;  and  also  may  elect  any  distinguished 


jicrsuii  cli^^dlilc  t(<  1»cL'<)iiu'  ii,  iin'iiil)er,  in  like  mainu-r  for  sciviit's 
it'iidfrcd  cither  to  the  Society  or  tli«  country,  and  such  houoraiy 
iiicmljcr  shall  he  entitled  to  all  the  jirivilegch  of  an  ordinary 
nienihcr. 

JJH.  Any  member  'lected  to  lill  :\]\y  ollice,  ]•(  I'usin^^  to 
serve,  shall  be  lined  one  dollar- — and  any  mendu'r  of  the  Man- 
a,i!;ing  Committee  absent  from  the  r<'gular  Committee  ]\b'elin^ 
1hrce  times  in  suitcession,  (un\'SH  absent  from  home,  or  in  con- 
stMjuence  of  sickness),  shall  be  fined  one  dollar,  and  it  shall  be 
the  <luty  of  the  Mana^dng  Committee  in  all  cases  to  see  the  lines 
c()llec,ted. 

JJO.  One  month's  notice  sJiall  be  given,  before  any  alt<'ra- 
tion  can  be  made  in  the  l^y-Laws  of  tin;  Society. 

JIO.  An  0))ituary  Kcicord  shall  l)e  kept  by  the  Secretary  ot 
any  member  of  this  Society  who  may  hereafter  die,  stating  his 
birth  and  j»arentage,  if  known,  date  of  admission  as  a  nieiidier, 
his  })osition,  general  character,  and  such  other  lacts  in  regard  to 
him  as  may  be  interesting  to  chronicle.  Such  rci-ord  to  be  jnib- 
lished  with  the  Annual  Reports.
